BimrALO, N. Y., June 85.— People in the 
vicinity of Washington market BundAy 
afternoon saw a tragedy that thay will not 
soon forget Tba chimes In St. Michael's 
Roman Ctethdic church had lust ceased 
lliulag wbah some of the fcUu in Washing- 
todstoaet saw a man cUmbiiM the tall 
steeple of tbe ohuroh. Tha crowd increased 
as the man slowly pulled hlmsslf toward 
the top by means of the lightning rod. it 
seemed every moment to tha spectators aa if

over hand Ui the ajwi. When he reached 
the foot of tlie crow the lightning rod gave 
way. The man made a futile etTort to throw 
his arms about the spire, but it was too 
large, and tli. ii he fell hcjvdlong to the rocf 
of the hiAj ot the church, a distance of ona 
hundred feet. Ills naok Waa brOkMI Oad Ml 
brains doxhed nut. 

Folicenian M<'(iuire, whO MtW the fall, 
called Kiro Tru -k No. 3 and the patrol wagon. 
The flrenieii toon liowo the body, and tha 
policemen conveyed it to headquarters. 

The victim of the trag'*ly was Charlee 
Sullivan, a telegraph liiiem.in, who lived 
near tbe church. He had been clrlnking 
some during ihe day, and made a bet with 
soma acquaintanc««, first an to the height of 
the spire, and second, as t/> his ability to 
elimb it safely. When HuUivan wont to the 
tower to climb it tlie bellinen refused to let 
him pa*'8, but afterward he slipjieil by them, 
and the flr^t they knew of the fatal climb 
was when they saw the ble<3diiig b'uly on the 
church ro' if after the fall. Sullivan's bet- 
ting friend.'^ got away aasoonaa posslbia ta 
avoid arrest. 

DROWNED WHILE Y ACHTINQ. 

A Rash ta tha Uda of tha Uttto Orall 
Causes It to Overturn— Wx Uvee L ee fc 

NxwARK, N. J., June SE— Sixteen yooag 
men and women hired tbe steam yacht 
Oiivette Saturday evening to take a moon< 
light excursion on tbe water. It being flood 
tide, the Jetty at the mouth of tbe bay waa 
covered with water. Tbe pUot| Davar, had 
scarcely got his beuriui^s when be heard a 
sharp grating sound, and realising that ha 
was on the jetty, stopped the engine. Several 
of tbe male p.a.s~enger8 Jumped over on tbe 
Jetty, and in doing so the boat lurched and 
slid off into deep water. 

The girls then made a rush for tbe side of 
the boat This caused her to keel over sud- 
denly, and in a second she turned bottom 
side up.

Hut when the boati 
arriveil it was found that six of the party 
haii licen swept away and drowned.

Fred 
Cbristopbvr, one of tbe rescued, was engaged 
to be married to Annie Frioks, who waa 
drowned. 

Attempt te Bam a Wamlly to Death. 

WaaKUNO, W. Vik, June 3A.— W hat now 
looks very much like an attempt at whole- 
sale murder occurred here at 1 o'clock tbla 
morning, when Mrs. George Hartselow and 
her three children narrowly escaped being 
burned to death Three families occupy tba 
bouse. The inmates other than Mrs. Hatsa- 
low and her children were aroused by the 
smell of smoke, and found a hot flra raging 
In the bedroom of tbe Hatselows while tbe 
mother and her ehildren were still in bed. 
The be<lclotbes was ablaze. The muther and 
children were dragged out, and a|ipeare<l to 
be under the influence of some drug.

manage the hose each member thinks 
there will be enough men to manage 
without him, ao he either is rareleas 
about going to the fire or attends as a 
spectator. A few hoys and one or two 
faithful men drag the hoee carriages 
slowly through the stf^sets On response to 
an alarm and the conseiiuence is, the 
loss in time in getting to the fire causes 
a loss several times greater than it really 
ought to be. The sMving tti.it y^ni m 
often hear on the streets "that Maysville 
with her fine water worka eannot have a 
large fire" gives aooh a feeling of seoority 
as to make the danger the greater. 

Our water worin coets na $3,000 a year 
and yet our protection is not complete 
by any means. A very small outlay 
would give us as good and efficient a fire 
department as there is in the United 
States. The plan advocated by several 
business men some time since and inves- 
tigated by the writer aa to cost, 4c., ia 
the following : Put np a fire alarm tele- 
graph system with a large gong on a hall 
centrally located, aay tbe Neptune Hall, 
Wttb bozea located in different parts of 
the city from which to signal an alarm. 
Let each box be numbered and when an 
alarm ia aent frana any boK the number 
! nHt that box will be sounded on the gong, 
showing in an instant the exact location 
of tho lii. This syatem ean be. pat np 
for a coat of from $1,200 to $1,600, in 
eluding a gong of sufficient siae to be 
heard to the farthest end of Chester 
Have a horse and hoee carriage, with two 
men on watch continually, so that at the 
first tap of the bell thly Mn get reajly to 
start, and a fint in any part of the dty 
can be reached in from two to Are min- 
utes. By having a fire extinguisher at- 
tached to the hoee carriage a kmall blase 
can be put ont without the use of water. 
To make the fire department complete 
the Oity Council can arrange with from 
three to flvo men In each ward to report 
promptly to any station in their ward 
from wUah an uUrm is sounded. By 
tbe ttmo they inaoh the fire the hose 
oarriace ia there and under the direction 
of one of tbe regular firemen as chief 
there is a good foroe ooHeoted as qntokly 
aa the bell can be wrung under the pres- 
ent system. In case of a large fl-e the 
firemen from all ward* can be called ont 
by a second alarm. An extra hoee car- 
riage can be left in each end of the city 
so as to be convenient in case more hose 
is needed. The extra firemen can be 
employed by paying them a small com- 
pensation each month, with a fine im- 
posed if the call is not responded to. By 
this meana a fire can be reached in its 
infancy and put out with less damage. 

A report from Montreal, Canada, after 
trying the fire alarm telegraph system 
reads as follows : "As the simplest illus- 
tration of its great valne, we have tbe 
firea and loaa for a fair average year be* 
fore and since its introduction: 
Before, 85 fires, $140,088 loss. 
After, 99 fires, $35,428— making 
more Area with one4onrth the loaa.
